MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIR 
OF THE UNIVERSITY ADVANCE- 
MENT COMMITTEE OF THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


This last year has been a year of tremendous activity. 
The University was extremely busy preparing the pub- 
lic launch of the Campaign for the New Millennium 
this fall. This is our first Capital Campaign since the 
Campaign for Concordia raised $25 million during 
the 1980's. The legacy of that campaign includes the 
J.W. McConnell Building, the R. Howard Webster 
Library, the Vanier Library extension and the Concert 
Hall at Loyola. 


The University, after the conclusion of that cam- 
paign in 1988, committed itself to building a tradi- 
tion of Annual Giving among its various supporter 
constituencies, in particular its alumni and campus 
community. The strong growth which annual giving 
registered again this year was under the able leader- 
ship of Alain Benedetti. Alain took on this responsi- 
bility after successfully directing the Corporations 
Division in previous years and did a superb job. 


We plan to maintain the Annual Giving program 
during the Capital Campaign. Not only is it a well 
supported and a growing program but also it is our 
major source of on-going funding of entrance schol- 
arships, bursaries and fellowships. 1 am delighted that 
Concordia double degree alumna Hazel Mah, a mem- 
ber of the University’s Board of Governors, is taking 


up the challenge of leading this year’s Annual Appeal. 


We continue to be encouraged by the uninterrupted 
growth in the University’s donor base. Last year, 
9,866 alumni, 943 full time faculty and staff, 427 
corporations and foundations and 1,594 other friends 
and supporters for a total of 12,830 donors in all 
contributed $4,300,000 to the University. The rate of 
alumni participation continues to climb and now rep- 
resents 17.2% of contactable alumni while over 50% 
of full time Faculty and Staff made a gift to the 
University last year.

LUniversité, en effet, s’est activement employée a 
préparer le lancement public, a |’automne, de La 
Campagne du III¢ millénaire. ll s’agit de notre pre- 
miere campagne de financement depuis celle des 
années 80, qui avait permis de recueillir 25 millions 
de dollars et nous a valu quatre tres beaux 
immeubles: le pavillon J.W. McConnell, la biblio- 
theque R. Howard Webster, la bibliotheque Vanier 
(agrandie) et la Salle de concert, a Loyola.

MESSAGE FROM THE ANNUAL 
GIVING GENERAL CHAIR 


The 1996-97 Annual Giving Programme surpassed all 
expectations. Over 400 volunteers contributed to the 
success of the campaign, surpassing the target goal by 
more than 15% and raising $1,432,324 by May 31, 1997 
— the annual fund closing date. This represents a 
remarkable 9% increase from the previous year. 


Such outstanding results stem from the hard work and 
commitment of volunteer leaders in each division whom 1 
truly thank and congratulate for their efforts. Alumni can- 
vassers, phonathon callers, faculty, staff, students, Shuffle 
participants, parents, senior students, board members and 
students from the Class of 96 — all contributed to the 
achievement of our new campaign record and greatly 
deserve our heartfelt thanks. 


A very special merit was received from the Canadian 
Council for the Advancement of Education. Shuffle’96, 
our traditional 6.5 km walkathon between the Sir George 
Williams and the Loyola campuses, raised a record $78,000 
for undergraduate scholarships this year and won the Gold 
Award for Best Special Event at the CCAE Prix d’Excellence. 
This is a splendid honour earned by Shuffle Chair, Irvin 
Dudeck, his Shuffle organizing committee and the entire 
Annual Giving staff team who have worked on the event 
over the years. 


New records were set in almost all campaign divisions. In 
particular, the Phone-Mail Programme had a very impres- 
sive second year. From October ’96 to May ’97 student 
callers attempted to contact 33,000 alumni and secured 
close to 6,000 gifts for a total of $240,000. Most impor- 
tantly, the Phone-mail Programme acquired 2,000 new 
donors to Concordia. 


There continues to be a tremendous show of alumni sup- 
port during phonathon season in the Spring. In February, 
a third annual phonathon was held at RBC Dominion 
Securities in Toronto where fifty-one dedicated alumni 
callers raised $20,243 in pledges. The Montreal Phonathon 
was held March 9 and 10 at the offices of Nesbitt Burns 
with the participation of an unprecedented 220 callers who 
secured $101,624 in pledges. These events would not have 
been possible without the generosity of our host compa- 
nies and numerous sponsors including Emst & Young, 
Desjardins-Laurentian, Molson Companies and Pepsi-Cola. 


Again this year, alumni canvassers in both Montreal and 
Toronto generated remarkable results in the Leadership 
Names, Corporations and Foundations, and Alumni 
Divisions. The personal form of solicitation continues to be 
greatly effective in raising the levels of support received 
from our donors. 


Although | am stepping down as General Chair of the 
Annual Giving Programme, | am very pleased to have had 
the opportunity to serve my alma mater in this way. | pass 
the leadership reins into the capable hands of Hazel Mah, 
who | am sure will bring the campaign to new heights. 

| wish Hazel and her team great success and reiterate my 
ongoing support and commitment to Concordia University.

Ce 
résultat indique une augmentation remarquable de

Cette réussite exceptionnelle découle du travail acharné 
et de l’engagement des dirigeants bénévoles de chaque 
division; je les en remercie sincerement et les félicite de 
leurs efforts. Les solliciteurs diplémés, les téléphonistes 
bénévoles du Phonathon, le corps professoral, le per- 
sonnel, les étudiants, les participants a la Marche de 
Concordia, les parents, les membres du Conseil, la 
Promotion 96 et les étudiants ainés, tous ont collaboré 
a l’établissement du nouveau record de notre Campagne 
et méritent nos plus chaleureux remerciements. 


Par ailleurs, notre Marche 1996 ou Shuffle, traditionnel 
marathon de levée de fonds de 6,5 km entre les cam- 
pus Sir George Williams et Loyola, a atteint cette année 
un record de 78 000 §$ alloués aux bourses de 1® cycle. 
Cette réussite lui a, en outre, valu une reconnaissance 
toute spéciale du Conseil canadien pour l’avancement 
de l'éducation (CCAE), la Médaille d’or des Prix d’excel- 
lence. Cet honneur, nous le devons aux organisateurs 
de cette manifestation annuelle, soit Irvin Dudeck, 
président de la Marche de Concordia, son comité 
organisateur et toute |’équipe du Fonds de soutien, qui 
polissent l’organisation de la Marche depuis des années. 


En fait, presque toutes les divisions du Fonds de sou- 
tien ont établi de nouveaux records. En particulier, le 
Programme du télécourrier, qui en est a sa deuxiéme 
année, a obtenu un succes impressionnant. D’octobre 
1996 a mai 1997, les solliciteurs étudiants ont essayé 
de prendre contact avec 33 000 diplomés-es et recueilli 
pres de 6 000 dons totalisant 240 000 $. Plus impor- 
tant encore, le Programme du télécourrier a gagné 

2 000 nouveaux donateurs a Concordia. 


Le Phonathon du printemps continue d’étre une grande 
démonstration du soutien des diplomés-es. En février, 
un troisieme Phonathon annuel s'est tenu au RBC 
Dominion Securities a Toronto ou une cinquantaine de 
dipl6més ont recueilli benévolement 20 243 $ en 
promesses de dons. Le phonathon de Montréal, qui a 
eu lieu dans les bureaux de Nesbitt Burns les 9 et 10 
mars avec la participation sans précédent de 220 sollici- 
teurs, a rapporté la somme de 101 624 $ en promesses 
de dons. Ces actions auraient été impossibles sans la 
géneérosité de nos entreprises hétes et de nombreux 
commanditaires, notamment Ernst & Young, la Société 
financiére Desjardins-Laurentienne, les compagnies 
Molson Ltée et Pepsi-Cola. 


Cette année encore, les solliciteurs dipl6més ont 
obtenu, a Montréal et a Toronto, de remarquables 
résultats dans les divisions des noms clés, des sociétés 
et fondations et des diplémés-es. La sollicitation per- 
sonnalisée s’avere toujours extrémement efficace pour 
un soutien accru de nos donateurs. 


Pour terminer, bien que je quitte le poste de président 
général du Fonds de soutien, je suis tres heureux 
d’avoir pu servir ainsi mon alma mater. Je passe 
maintenant les renes a Mme Hazel Mah qui, j’en suis 
certain, menera de facon tres compétente la Campagne 
vers de nouveaux sommets.
